REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the parents and citizens of the town of Troy: 


In compliance with the requirements of the statute, passed 
at the January session of the legislature, 1895, your school 
board submit their financial report of the schools. The statis- 
tical report together with the rules of order, the course of 
study, recommendations, etc. ; will be made out and printed 
at the close of the school year, on or before August 1. We 
present also a synopsis of the course of study adopted for the 
village schools. In the primary department new classes will 
be formed only at the beginning of the fall term. No scholar 
will be received at other times except to existing classes, 
according to qualifications. The school year begins now with 
the fall term. A word by way of explanation of our deficit. 
The amount of money appropriated for the support of schools 
was small compared with the work expected. We failed of 
receiving the dog license, $201.00 this year, as it was held for 
the coming year. The literary fund also was $79.00 less than 
last year. These sums would have increased our available 
funds by $280.00, thus leaving a balance of $38.00, instead 
of a deficit. In view of the fact that we have had many extra 
expenses, such as providing a teacher for the primary depart- 
ment, a janitor for the new school house, an entire new set of 
books for the high school class, a larger bill for fuel, besides 
paying several debts of past years, your committee have found 
the task of meeting all liabilities an exceedingly difficult one.

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1.—To choose by ballot and major vote, a town 
clerk. 

ArT. 2.—To choose by ballot and major vote, three select- 
men. 

ArT. 3.—To choose by ballot and major vote, a treasurer. 

ART. 4.—To choose by ballot and major vote, road agent. 

ArT. 5.—To choose all other necessary town officers and 
agents. 

Art. 6.—To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the maintainance of the poor. 

ART. 7.—To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairing highways and bridges. , 

Art. 8.—To see what sums of money the town will raise 
for concrete walks, and choose agent or committee to expend 
the same. 

ArT. 9.—To see what sums of money the town will raise 
for street lights, and choose agent or committee to expend the 
same. 

ArT. 10—To see if the town will vote to finish the school 
room below into a selectmen’s room, library room and_ such 
other rooms as may be necessary, and furnish same and raise 
money for the same.
